Regular meeting of the coun¬ 
cil was held on Monday event¬ 
ing. Present Mayor Antrobus, 
Councillors Aboussafy, Cox, Dutil, 
Ford, Jenkins and Ramsay. 

By-law 184 received third read¬ 
ing aird provides an amount of 
$100 to take care of all grants 
given by the council bo various 
organizations and institutions 
seeking aid during the year. 

Jennie and Josie Androsak were 
allowed $30 each during their 
first month at their new homes 
at Barons. This amount iwas to 
take care of clothing and school 
books. Council will now pay $7 
monthly for each of the girls un- 
1 e 3 a something extraordinary 
arises. 

Once again certain clauses in 
the Old Age pension act start¬ 
ed a spirited debate. This time 
it was the result of a letter from 
the pension board explaining why 
an elderly local lady was only al¬ 
lowed $15 pension plus the $5. 
supplementary cheque. It seems 
this party a number of years 
ago signed over her property to 
her son. Now that she is more or 
less in straightened circum¬ 
stances the Board states it is the 
duty of the son to help support 
the mother. Another Board letter 
dealt with the case of a lady on 
Second street who steadfastly re¬ 
fuses to reveal What little amount 
she has in the post office to Pen¬ 
sion officers. Until she does the 
Board states it will be unable to 
further deal with her case. 

As a result of the debate it 
was unanimously agreed that Ma¬ 
yor Antrobus draft a resolution 
for the next meeting asking iWat 
the entire Old Age Pension act 
be revised, a copy being sent to 
E. G. Hansell, M.P. The resolu¬ 
tion will also Ibe brought to the 
attention of the other municipal¬ 
ities at their next annual meet¬ 
ing. 

A report on the local drinking 
water received from Edmonton 
reveals that the witter is still 
contaminated. ^ 

A supply of winter clothing to 
Mis. N. Deputat, relief recipient, 
was granted. 

'The medical health officer’s re¬ 
port revealed that there was one 
case of scarlet fever in July and 
several cases of Chicken pox in 
September. General conditions 
were satisfactory. 

Jules Lardinois, town employee, 
received a bad eye injury iwhen 
cement dust got into it when 
working for the town recently. 
The council revealed a letter from 
the Safety supervisor demanding 
that the town secure suitable gog¬ 
gles for this work in future. Two 
pairs are to be ordered. Mr. Lar¬ 
dinois now on compensation and 
the injury has proved so serious 
that he was sent to EJdmonton 
where he is a hospital patient. 

A letter of thanks was receiv¬ 
ed from the Women’s Auxiliary, 
Canadian Legion, for the donation 
received from the town. 

A letter was received from 
somewhere in South Africa ask¬ 
ing council for aid. The contents 
gave one the impression that it 
had been written from some mis¬ 
sionary station. The letter was 
filed but should anyone of the 
four church orders here desire to 
see the letter, council will be 
pleased to let them read it. 

The secretary reported that so 
far not one cent has been derived 
from Tony Lycka since be start¬ 
ed work to help reduce his in¬ 
debtedness to the town. 

Mayor Antrobus reported that 
E. O. Duke, M.L.A., has found 
that it was the Department of 
Municipalities which would re¬ 
ceive complaints regarding the 
coal dust nuisance. 

The local branch of the Cana¬ 
dian Legion is giving serious 
thought to purchasing a 
to its present boildmg, 
a rock wall similar to the one at 
the Town hall, planting a lawn 
and in t^e centre of the lot erect¬ 
ing a caitajBJbp^ of Colemanls 
enlisted men uid women. Council 
is willing to co-operate and will 
ask the Legion to send a commit¬ 
tee to a future council meeting 
where the matter will be given a 
more detailed descussion. 


All honor roll to be located in 
town hall will be prepared, Mayor 
Antrobus being in charge of ar¬ 
rangements. 

Mayor Antrobus, an advocate 
for a game warden in the Pass, 
brought the question to the coun¬ 
cillors. During the discussion it 
was generally agreed that there 
certainly was need for a game 
wartlen in this district, which was 
said to Ibe the second largest in 
Albeita. A suitably worded reso¬ 
lution will be sent to E.O. Duke, 
M.L.A, asking that hp use his in¬ 
fluence in having a game warden 
stationed in this district. Mayor 
Antrobus also brought forward 
the idea of having the provin¬ 
cial T.B. clinic brought to the 
Pass. It had travelled throughout 
southern Alberta with the excep¬ 
tion of the Pass towns. Council 
was of the opinion that it was a 
very good idea and that the clinic 
would be 'well received by Pass 
citizens. Efforts will now be made 
to have the clinic come to this 
, district. 

Works and Property Chairman 
W. Dutil reported that the cul- 
■* verts in West Coleman had been 
cleaned out and repaired and 
were now O.K. He also reported 
on the wonderful job being done 
on the large culvert at West 
Coleman which will help allevi¬ 
ate flood damage. 

Mayor Antrobus reported that 
he had found a number of trees 
• cut down in Flumerfelt Park. 
Most of the trees had been dead 
but there has been one' good 
tiee felled. No one was aware of 
the persons responsible and it was 
decided to advertise a warning in 
The Journal against cutting down 
timber without a permit and it 
was also ordered that 'warning 
cai;ds be placed in the Park pro- 
TubiTing persons from cutting 
timber. 

Some citizens steadfastly re¬ 
fuse to play the game with the 
ashman. There is a town by-law 
which states ash-cans s'hould be 
no more than three feet from the 
back fence gate. Some people 
however insist in having the ash- 
can at theif back door and expect 
the ashman to carry it some dis¬ 
tance to his truck. Others fill cans 
full of rock and debris.,' Council 
authorized a committee to have 
a talk with the new ashman to 
find out what illegal conditions 
were being confronted by him. 

Town solicitor Bannan 'will be 
asked to draft a contract to be 
signed by both council and ash¬ 
man. 

Papers regarding Mr. Dave 
Gillespie’s lot on Fifth street 
have been received and are now 
being studied by Solicitor Ban- 
nan. 

Wbrks and Property Chairman 
Dutil reported on his visit to the 
Panek and Soroff properties 
in West Coleman. He stat¬ 
ed he had found damage at both 
places Which, in his opinion, could 
have been caused by ground sink- 
age. He was pleaesd to report 
that the company had been good 
enough to make arrangements 
with the Paneks. He I'ecommended 
a letter be 'written the company 
regarding inspecting the Sorroff 
property. 

It was decided to leave the 
hiring of a caretaker for the open 
air rink in the hands of the 
Sports’ Association. 

Mrs. Horaitio iwas present and 
sought council’s permission to 
move into the Androsak residence 
on Second street. She also wanted 
to know what compensation would 
be made to her husband and self 
for clothing and feeding the two 
Androsak girla for several 
months following the death of 
their father. Council advised her 
that its decision would be sent 
her by mail. After some discus¬ 
sion it iwas decided to rent them 
the house at $10 per month and 
that nothing be paid them for 
clothing and feeding the Andro¬ 
sak gilrs, since the council was 
not made aware of arrangements 
at the start. A contract will be 
drawn up by council and will have 
to be signed by Mr. Horaitio be¬ 
fore he starts renting the house.

Cost of Living 
Bonus in Industry 
Increased 

Following th^ increase (as of 
Octoiber 1, 1943) of 1.4 points in 
the adjusted cost of living index 
announced by the Dominion Bur¬ 
eau of Statistics, the National 
War Labour ^Board issued a Gen¬ 
eral order today that the cost of 
living bonuses be increased ac¬ 
cordingly commencing with the 
first payroll period beginning on 
or after November 15, 1943. 

In the case of adult male em¬ 
ployees, and of other employees 
receiving weekly rates of f^.OO 
or more per iweek, the amount of 
the weekly increase will be 36 
cents; for male employees less 
than 21 years of age and female 
employees, whose weekly wage 
rates are less than $26.00 per 
■week, the increase will be 1.4 per 
cent of their weekly wage rates. 

This increase' is compulsory for 
all employers who are subject to 
the Wartime Wages Control Or¬ 
der, P;C. 5963, and the 36 cents or 
1.4 per cent upward adjustment 
must be added to all cost of liv¬ 
ing bonuses presently being paid 
to employees who are not above 
the rank of Foreman”. 

The maximum weekly bottus 
will now be $4.60, of 18.4 
per cent of the weekly wage rates, 
as the case may be.

WEDDINGS 


Every government, no matter where, has good and 
bad points. One of the good points of the Alberta 
governnient was its inauguration of a travelling T.B. 
clinic which gives citizens free physical check-ups 
and advice. This clinic recently toured the southern 
portion of the province and had record ciowds use 
its facilities. Unfortunately, however, it failed to 
visit the Pass where more than seven thousand pro¬ 
vincial taxpayers abide. 

It is to the. credit of the local council that they no¬ 
ticed this omission and are now taking steps to 
have Dr. W. W. Cross, provincial minister of health, 
authorize the clinic to visit the Pass towns. Many 
citizens wiH-be afforded the opportunity of a physi¬ 
cal check-up which would otherwise be denied them 
due to financial and other circumstances. When the 
clinic arrives here it is to be hoped Ptiss citizens 
wall make full use of it. 

Revision Asked on Old Age Pension Act 

A step, which jjnay have far reaching effects, was 
taken at the couhhp meeting, on Monday evening. A 
resolution is^heihg drafted a&diing for a revision of 
the Old Agd;;Pension Act, a copy to be given E. G. 
Hansell, M.F., and also be brought before the pro¬ 
vincial municipalities at their next annual meeting. 

Few will deny that the Act at the present time 
contains a number of clauses that are much too se¬ 
vere. Exasperation is often voiced against those civil 
servants that administer the Act, but they are only 
doing their duty as recorded for them in the Stat¬ 
ute tooks. As the Act stands now the slightest ex¬ 
cuse is used in a number of cases to throw' the re¬ 
sponsibility of supporting someone on someone else’s 
shoulders, usually the son. 

We are of the opinion all, upon reaching a certain 
age, should be eligible for the pension, regardless of 
w'hether they may have some money laid aside or are 
destitute. All have paid taxes throughout life, then 
why give to some and not to others. 

A plan should be devised wdiere a man could con¬ 
tribute to a government pension fund during his 
w'orking life, and when he reached the pension age, 
he would get his pension without having to sign over 
his property or anything else to the government. 

Canada is going to be highly industrialized after 
this war. If the above scheme is not feasible, then 
let every machine in operation throughout Canada 
contiibute to an Old Age Pension scheme. A machine 
turning out lead pencils should be assessed a frac¬ 
tion of a cent for a pencil. To those machines mamu 
facturing lieavy or expensive articles, let them he 
placed in a higher assessment. In this manner ma¬ 
chines will he W'orking for the common good of man. 
Winch Blundered 

The most violent opponent to CCF in the Dominion 
of Canada could never have hoped to injure the CCF 
party to such an extent as has HarO'ld Winch, CCF 
leader in the B.C. legislature, in a speech at Calgary 
last week. 

In what now appears an ill-considered statement, 
he made the threat that the CCF would use the pow¬ 
er of the police and military to subdue those opposed 
to Socialism to compel them to obey the law, once 
th€^ CCF secured jiow'er at Ottawa. The British 
NcHh America Act was to he “revised.” 

His statements have created a sensation all across 
Canada and opposing parties are making the most 
of the opportunity to play up such radicalism in the 
CCF party; To have CCF leaders say at Calgary 
that they are not worried about the incident is tlie 
height of nonsense. They are worried and everyone 
knows it. Aren’t Canadian boys now overseas fight¬ 
ing Hitler because his ideas of goverfiment are based 
on the same principle as Winch voiced at Calgary? 
Compulsion! Canadians w'ho had looked kindly on 
the CCF party ty-e now giving it a more thorough 
scrutiny. The provincial by-election at Red Deer 
should give us an insight as to how senously Winch 
has damaged the party’s chances in Alberta.

MANPOWER 

Responsibility for mobilizing and 
allocating all manpower in Canada 


rests with National Selective Serv¬ 
ice under the Department of Labor. 

The need of preventing avoidable 
labor turnover in industries highly 
important to the war effort was 
emphasized in September, when 
further control of employment in 
these industries was authorized. 

Written permission of a Selec¬ 
tive Service officer now is required 
before employers in “A” and “B” 
labor priorities may release male 
employees and before male employ¬ 
ees in the same industries may 
give notice of separation to their 
employers. 

“A” and “B” are the two high¬ 
est priorities and include all war 
industries and essential civilian 
services, including the delivery of 
fuel in cities, fo^ processing and 
meat packing plants and many oth¬ 
er services. Many thousands of 
firms are affected. 

Selective Service officers may 
permit a change of employment 
where abvious hardship op unfair¬ 
ness would result from a refusal 
to grant permission. 

With more men urgently needed 
by the armed forces, the three 
services have planned a co-opera¬ 
tive recruiting program designed 
to assure more effective use of all 
fit Canadian manpower who now 
are* in or who in future may join 
any of these services. The program 
places top emphasis on air crew.

You ^.nd S.P.O. Herbert Popp, of Foxford, 
have probably been serving your family only baked or mashed squash and 
found they tire quickly of these two. There is no need for monotony in 
your meals when you are serving winter squash. It lends itself to many 
combinations and may be used in a wide variety of ways. As a dessert, 
main dish, vegetable or soup, squash can make its appearance in any course. 

In preparing squash you should wash it, .femove the seeds and pithy 
part and cut to desired size for serving. 

Glazed Squash—prepare as above and peel. Steam until partially ten¬ 
der, brush each piece with melted butter, season, sprinkle thickly with 
brown sugar and finish cooking in hot oven. 

Squash and Pepper vCasseroIe—prepare as above, cut squash into %- 
Inch slices and bake at 350 degrees F. for 35 minutes in a covered casserole 
with thin rings of green pepper, a little onion, butter, bread crumbs. 

The Consumer Section of the Dominion Dept, of Agriculture has several 
recipes for squash dishes. The following Is recommended by this section: 

SQUASH PUFF 

3 cups mashed squash % teaspoon baking powder 

1 cup soft, stale bread crumbs 2 eggs 

1/2 teaspoon salt 1 tablespoon melted fat 

% teaspoon pepper 1 tablespoon brown sugar 

Combine squash, bread crumbs, salt, pepper and baking powder. Fold' 

In the stiffly beaten egg whites. Turn into a greased casserole, brush over j 
with melted fat and sprinkle with brown sugar. Bake in a moderately! 
hot oven, 375 degrees F., pntil well puffed and set, about 40 minutes. Six 
to eight servings.

BUILDING SUBSIDY 


To Protect Farmers Against Higher 
Lumber Prices 

OTTAWA.—Farmers who find new 
buildings essential for storing grain 
or housing livestock have been pro¬ 
tected against higher lumber prices, 
effective in August, through pay¬ 
ment of a 10 per cent, consumer sub¬ 
sidy by the prices stability corpora¬ 
tion, a branch of the prices board, 
officials said. 

The prices board ruling says: 
“Any civilian purchasing lumber for 
use in assisting^ the primary produc¬ 
tion of essential foods is eligible for 
a consumer subsidy.” 

The subsidy is also payable to 
fishermen, co-operatives, unincorpor¬ 
ated associations and incorporated 
farms.
